zero, but last month one day 
the 
mercury was just

The monthly report reveals 
that 
enough snow has fallen in Novem­

The snowfall for

Our choice of food is a matter of 
habit. 
That is the only reason I can 
find for 'the presistencc of the n a­ 
tion that cheese is 
indigentible 
or 
unwholesome. 
We were taught 
to 
think it s, we ate cheese sparingly 
at our mother’s table and the habit 
of youth still governs our eating. No 
belief about our food i> more firmly 
fixed; 
none more erroneous. Cheese 
is quite as wholesome a s any food

Our choice of food is a matter of 


liabil. Thai is the only reason I can 
find for 'the presis'lonee of -the na- 
tion that cheese is 
indigestible 
or 


unwholesome. Wo were taught 
to 


think it s. we ate cheese sparingly 
at our mother's table and the habit 
of youth still governs OUP eating. No 
belief about our food is more firmly 
fixed; none more erroneous. Cheese 
is <|iiite as wholesome as any food 
we cat and it furnishes fat and pro- 
tein so much 
cheaper 
than 
most 


foods, that it should" be one of the 
most important foods, instead of as 
now, a minor food material. 


What are the facts about digesti- 


bility of cheese?
